Recently the Albany City Coun- 
cil authorized calling of bids for 
an “Articulated Aerial Platform 
Pumper”’ fire truck. 

This piece of apparatus, more 
commonly known as a “‘Snorkle,’’ 
was developed by the Chicago 
Fire Department to reach out of 
the way places and to effect res- 
cues by bringing people directly 
to the ground and at the same 
time usinge a minimum of fire 
personnel. It can also be used 
to direct water streams directly 
over a fire area. 

Members of the Albany Fire 
Department wrote specifications 
for this piece of apparatus with 
the needs of the toca] fire depart- 
ment in mind. Pre-connected hose 
lines and a water tank holding 
200 gallons aided by a 1,500-gal- 
lons-per-minute pump, was incor- 
porated in the design to give the 
truck a triple threat attitude. 

Other features desired for use 
by Albany Fire Department is the 
carrying of 1,200 feet of 2% inch 
hose with 600 feet of 1% inch 
hose affording more mobile use 
at most interior fires or an initial 
attack. Special trigger type quick 
shut off nozzles will be used to 
reduce water damage to a mini- 
mum, 

Lockers will be incorporated 
into the design to stow special- 
ized tools, most of which are al- 
ready in use by the department. 
These are power saws for cutting 
into walls, acetylene torches, self 
contained breathing equipment, 
salvage covers, forcible entry 
tools and tools such.as pike poles, 
shovels, axes, ropes, etc. 

Besides the 75-foot articulated 
aerial platform with an 850-pound 
basket capacity, -the truck will 
add a number of..ground.ladders 
bringing the total overall footage 
to 220 feet. 

With the advent of high rise 
apartment houses. and the prob- 
lems in the Hill area this plat- 
form aerial truck will be a wel- 
come addition to the increased 
efficiency of your local fire serv- 
ice in the protection of life and 
property.
